THE LONELY COTTAGE. 

The Evangelical Inquirer for August, published at Rich- 
mond, Virg. contains the following affecting narrat've, related 
by a correspondent of that publication, aud a preacher of the

Not long since, in a preaching tour through Virgin- 
‘a, I witnessed a scene truly affecting and instructive. 
Delicacy requires that the names of the persons con- 
cerned should not be recorded; the statements, how-

I was requested by a Christian friend to visit an af- 
flicted family. This service I oie i pertormed. 
To visit the sick and disconsolate, important part | 
of a minister’s employment. 

I-was accompanied to the lonely cottage by several | 
Christian acquaintances. When we entered it we | 
found the family in a condition truly pitiable. The | 
log cabin cuuld not defend them from inclement , 
weather. On their defenceless heads the unpitying | 
storms of heaven might beat. They were almost en- 
tirely destitute of the necessaries and comforts of life. | 
A tew forks driven into the earthen floor, with a few | 
boards and tattered clothes, served them for a bed. 
The father, the husband, with emaciated linbs, and a 
pallid countenance, and writhing under a loathsome 
and mortal disease, was extended on his hard bed. 
The tender mother, the affectionate wife, was in asit- 

ation peculiarly critical, confined to his side. Six 
young, helpless, unfortunate children hung upon them | 
for subsistence, comfort and instruction. I know not 
that they were friendless; but if they had friends, 
they were either unable or uowiiling to afford them 
relicf.

With feelings of gratitude to God we have received 
from New York copies of tetters written from Greece 
by Col. J.°P. Milles, wgo wen! out in charge of the 
provisions contribated for the sustenance of the Greck | 
women and children. Hew happy musi all fec! who 
gave of their property for this cliarity in thé reflection 
that what has not made them any poorer to bestow is 
now feeding those who have long sustained life on 
grass avd soails. The following Jeter is dated at Po- 
ros, June 2d, 1$27. 

To the Greek Executive Commitice in New York. 

Gentiemen,—I have the pleasure t inform vou. 
that the Chancellor arrived with safety at Napolt 
Romania, ep the evening of the 23d of May. 
were fortunate in finding the U. S. frigate Constitu- 
tion, under the command of Captain Patterson, from \ 
whom, as well as the officers under his command. 1 am 
heghly gratified to say, We received every attention 
and assistance which it wasin their power to 





grant. 


After finding my cosutryman, Dr. Howe, and con 
sulting with him as to the most proper tnaaner te pro- 
ceed, inorder to accomplish the object contained in 
your letter of instructions, and also addressing a letter 
to the government of Greece, explaining the object of 
the donations, we proceeded to break bulk. We land- | 
ed at Napoli di Romania, six hundred and ninety bar- 
rels of four. bread and meal. and twenty-nine herces 
of rice, together With nineteen boxes any packages of 
dry goods. Ata small castle in the harbor of Napoli, 
we landed five Lundred barrels of flour, bread and 
meal,’ for the use of those inhabiting Cie mountains be- 
tween Napoli and Corinth; one hundred barre!s of 
flour we shipped on board an Jonian vesse! for the is- 
iand of Calamo, for the use of those who escaped from 
Missolonghi before its fall. 

Though we were tuld several times, that there would 
be efforts made by the soldiers to obtain some part of 





the cargo for their own use, yet every ting went on

On the morning of the 27th, I received a letter from 
the Government, sigued officially, bidding me again 
welcome to Greece, and politely inviting me to come 
to the Island of Porus, where it is now sitting. Imme- | 
diately on the receipt of this letter, it was concluded { 
between Dr. lowe and mpself that it would be best 
to proceed directly ip, Porbe with tile remaining part | 
of the cargo; not for the patpose of delivering it into the 
hands of the governmest, but to show our respect for 
it, and to be sull nearer to the scene of war, where 
the greatest misery always exists. We arrived at! 
Poros on the evening of the 29th. I called upoo the 
government seon after my arrival and explained to 
them my instructions. The tears flowed copiously | 
from the eyes of Slerakies, who is now Secretary of 
State, when mention was made of the suffering wo- 
men and children and olimen. The government ex- | 
pressed the warmest gratitude for the expression of 
American sympathy for the sufferers of Greece. | 
soon obtained a large magazine, where ! have dispos- 
ed of the remaining part of the cargo, and stall isnme- 
diately, on the departure of the ship, attend to its dis- 
tribution personally, in company with Jarvis, who ar- 
rived here from the Camp in Attica, two days since, 
on furlongh. Dr. Howe i attending to the distribu- 
tion of the provisions Jeit at Napoli di Romania. 1 
heard from him last evening that all things go on well. 
We most confidently hope, gentlemen, to be able 
to lay before you hereafter, every minute proceeding, | 
both of our plans and manner of distributing the prop- | 
erty committed to our care. ! 
For the salvation of Greece I have as much and | 
even more hope than when [ left it last year. I then 
thought, that without foreiga assistance, she could nvt | 
hold out one year longer; that year, however, is pass- 
ed, and Greece is nearly in the same state as she was | 
at its commencement.
